The year 1997 for the Village District was primarily related 
to the town of Washington Highland Haven road take over project. 
Early in 1997, the Village District Commissioners and the Board 
of Selectmen reached agreement concerning the direction this project 
Should take. The Selectmen prepared a warrant article for the 
project and included it in the Town budget proposal for the Annual 
Town of Washington Budget meeting in March. 

At the budget meeting, Cathy and Tony Monteiro represented 
Highland Haven during the discussions of the proposed warrant article 
for the project. After much discussion, a warrant article was passed 
overwhelmingly which authorized the town to borrow $70,000.00 with a 
ten year term to cover costs of the Highland Haven roads upgrade,to 
be repaid with interest over the ten year period as an annual better- 
ment assessment against each property owner receiving a benefit from 
the project. 

Discussions continued between the Selectmen, the Road Agent and 
the Commissioners with agreements being made regarding the phases and 
schedule of the project. The authorized loan was negotiated by 
the Selectmen, funds were received in May, and then serious work 
began by private contractors on the roadways upgrade. The project was 
completed by.the end of September. Subsequently, the roads were deeded 
to the Town trom the Commissioners, were accepted by the Selectmen so 
that they became town roads under the responsibility of the road agent. 

We commend the Board of Selectmen and the new road agent for their 
professionalism during the whole term of this project and for bringing 
matters to a successful conclusion.
